For awhile after sending you the rare fractional currency sheets 
etc, I thought I could not find other rare things to help you, 
but I have finally swung the scales now that you took the dupli- 
cate Clinton and the large planchet New York over New Jersey. 

You always like to know the pedigree of coins, so I can advise 
you that the Clinton cent you retained is probably unique as an 
overstrike and was purchased by me from Stacks at the Theodore 
Grand Sale, December 13-13, 1947, for #230,00, Lot )y14. 

The August, 1940 Numismatist describes the large planchet New York 
over Hew Jersey, and I only know of three of those. 

You indicate there are only three of the New York small head. 

There is still one in the Brand collection in fine condition, 
and I presume you must still have one, I do not know whether 
the Garrett eelleotlon or Hassachueotts Historical Society have 
one, but my chances of Improving the condition of the one you sent 
Die are meager. It does close one opening in the New York group, 
but slnee I can never get a Brasher doubloon I will always be in- 
complete. 

With respect to the regular Nova Constellatio, I have all varieties 
listed by Crosby but would like to Improve 1783 Crosby 1-A, 1785 
Crosby 4-C, 4-D and 5-1 if you easily oan. They are being forward- 
ed. Do you have the Immune-Nova Crosby VII-31 i» ceppert I have 
it in silver and the VII-30 in copper. 

The 19 Fugles are being returned, and you will note that 12-M and 
X5-K are new to your collection. The K die is new and, although 
similar to S, is easily distinguished by the first 1 in ONE not 
breaking or touching the band.

Some day I would like to get pictures of the new dies and com- 
blnatlons'of New Jerseys, get pictures of the Conneotieuts 
which Miller did net do, and consolidate all the Colonials from 
a die point of view into one publication. This would stimulate 
interest in the Colonial aeries and ought to be a project of one 
of the Societies. It would be a long workout but moot advtmtagsous.
